Can testify that she la eiq>loyed at the Texas Theatre. 
That she saw a suspicious person duck into the theatre 
on November 22, 1963, just after the *ooting of 
Officer Tippitt. That *e called the Police and saw 
the nan later identified as Oswald brought from ttie 
Theatre.
